RIVAL COMPANY'S OBJECTIONS. 


Attorney Dunn for the Los Angeles 
Railway Company has prepared a 
short statement of the objections en- 
tertained by that company to the Trac- 
tion Company's application, and in ac- 
cordance with the regulations made by 
the Roard of blic Works a copy was 
filed with the Council committee yes- 
terday afternoon. Copies were also 
furnished the attorneys for the Trac- 
tion Company. 

The objections embodied in the docu- 
ment are identical with those raised 
verbally before the board on Tuesday, 
and it does not readily appear that it 
was absolutely necessary to nd two 
in their compilation in written 
is not too much to assert, 
however, that the times has been used 
to good advantage in othe directions, 
and that some strategic form of fili- 
bustering will develop before the Coun- 
eil at the Monday session. 

The category of objections is divided 
into two parts. In the first section the 
“suggestion” is made that the ordli- 
nances offered with the various appli- 
cations are not a necessary part there- 
of, and are only united for the purpose 
of presenting general conditions em- 
bodied in the inances, and that 
these conditions are subject fo altera- 
tion and change by the City Council. 
The applications of the Los Angeles 
Railway Company, it is alleged, are in 
the usual and proper form, and are 
necessarily subject to any conditions 
that the Council may choose to impose. 
The ordinances submitted with the ap- 
plications, it is shown, do not dis- 
criminate in favor of any bidder, ex- 
cept in the matter of routes where 
connections are to be made. This dis- 
crepancy, it is pointed out, can be 
remedied by submitting alternate 
routes, thus giving bidders in the case 
of the Second Ward franchise the op- 
tion of a termination at First and 
Broadway or at Third and Hill streets. 

In the' second division Attorney Dunn 
finds considerable ocbjection to the 
Traction Company's application on the 
ground that it “effectually stifies com- 
petition.” This phase of the applica- 
tion is declared to be in “direct viola- 
tion of the law and a glaring fraud.“ 

The complaint goes on to enumerate 
the particulars in which the applica- 
tion discriminates. The first objection 
is to the inference said to lie hidden in 
the Traction company’s application 
that it is a superior company and the 
only one run in the interest of the peo- 
ple. It is pointed out that the appli- 
cation for each of the four franchises 
asked by the Traction company ends 
in the words, “so as to connect and 
there connecting, with the existing 
line of the Los Angeles Traction Com- 

.” Objection is made to this lan- 
guage on the ground that it insures 
the applicant against competition, as 
no other road could connect with the 
ralls of the Traction company. The 
provisions requiring transfer exchange 
with the Traction company and con- 
necting with the cars of that line are 
taken up and the same objection raised 
as was voiced at the hearing before 
the board. 

The document closes with the sen- 
tentious statement that the Los Ange- 
les Railway Company is not opposed to 
the offering of the franchisees for sale, 
but objects to clauses that make it im- 
possible for other companies to bid. 

RESTRICTIONS NECESSARY. 

The Traction company, as Mr. Dunn 
himself admits, has never tried to make 
it appear that the franchise applica- 
tion did not discriminate in favor of 
the company. It has been specifically 
stated to the Board of Public Works 
time and time again, with the added 
explanation that only in such form 
would it be possible for the Traction 
company to obtain the franchise and 
build the road. In proof thereof the 
100-per-cent. bids made at the instance 
of the other company at Pasadena and 
San Pedro are cited. The Traction 
company has practically stated that the 
question before the Council is whether 
the company, coming in g faith, 
shall have an opportunity—under what- 
ever restrictions are imposed by the 
legislative body—of building street-car 
lines into the outskirts of the city, 
paying for the privilege the amount 
required by law. In the game connec- 
tion it has been intimated that the 
older road was chiefly desirous of the 
franchises to shut out competition, and 
that if the lines were ever built it 
would not be until the section had set- 
tled up sufficiently to warrant the par- 
alleling of the company lines. 

ANOTHER PARADOX. 

Mr. Dunn in the document which he 
filled with the chairmmn of the Board 
of Public Works has classed the re- 
strictive provisions in the Traction 
company’s application as in = direct 
violation of the law and a glaring 
fraud.” If that be the opinion of the 
attorney it is hard to see why, when 
he was City Attorney, an ordinance 
was allowed to go through the Council 
that had just such a provision in it. 

The ordinance in question is num- 
bered 3151 (new series) and was passed 
by the Council on October 28, 1895, and 
approved by Mayor Rader on Novem- 
her 8 of the Same year. Attorney Dunn

was then City Attorney and Frank 
Thomas, Esq, his depyty. The ordi- 


nance granted to the Traction com- 
pany a franchise on West Eighth 
street to Westlake Park. One section 
gives the following as one of the con- 
ditions of the grant: 

“That when said road is completed 
and in operation transfers shall be is- 
sued by said grantee and assigns, with- 
out the payment of additional fare, to 
passengers going in an easterly direc- 
tion over all the lines of the Los An- 
geies Taction Company inthiscity and 
shall accept without payment of addi- 
tional fare similar transfers f pas- 
Sengers going westerly irom the Lae 
Angeles Traction Company's lines; and 
Said grantee shall cause to be issued 
by said Los Angeles Traction Company 
without extra charge transfers going 
in westerly direction and to receive 
4 issued by the said grantee to 
passengers going in an easterly direc- 


The transfer provisions and restric- 
tions in the ordinance passed upon by 
Attorney Dunn as City Attorney are 
more stringent than similar provisions 
contained in the franchise ordinance 
with which the same gentleman, as 
attorney for the Los Angeles Railway 
Company, finds so much fault. It is 
stated on good authority that the mat- 
ter was bitterly contested at the time 
and all the points in controversy 
brought out. 

TRACTION’S REPLY. 

In reply to Mr. Dunn's statement, 
Attorney Frank J. Thomas, for the 
Traction Company, 
statement, saying, in part: 

“The company (Los Angeles Railway 
Company) referred to, is asking for 
something it does not want in euch way 
as to draw invidious comparisons be- 
tween its application and that of the 

tion Company. But the effort on 

its part to defeat the application of the 
other company discloses the bad faith 
of its own application, and the insin- 
cerity of ite whole conduct in this mat- 
ter, of so much importance to the peo- 
ple along the proposed line, and to the 
whole city. . . . The objection is 
made that the form of the franchisee 
proposed is unfair, because it requires 
the purchaser of the franchise to carry 
aasengers over t and the existing 

nes of the Traction. for one fare of 5 
cents, and no one can do that but the 

Company. The statement of 
fact on which the position is based is 
not true. It ie for any street-car 
line to make t arrangements with 
any other line. 

“It is claimed, further, that the 
statement in the ordinance that the 
Los Angeles Traction Company is run 
in the interest of the people, should 
not be there. Why not? It is emi- 
nently true, and the recital in the ordi- 
nance is perfectly proper, as showing 
a reason for allowing the company to 
extend its lines, now operated so gat- 
isfactorily to the city, and for grahting 
the privileges on the conditions im-

ompany. ere every reason wh 
it should be extended for the A 
the people. It may be a little unfor- 
tunate if its extension should injure 
the jerk-water line on Temple street. 
But a long-suffering public would sur- 
vive if that worse than toy road should 
be forced to suspend operations, and 
take up ite scrap-iron tracks.

DAMAGE SUIT. 
COL. NEVILLS PLAINTIFF. 

W. A. Nevills, whom everybody in 
San Francisco Knows as Col. Nevills, 
paid a viéit to San Pedro on Wednes- 
day and incidentally became involved in 
a physical fracas that caused him yes- 
terday to begin a $10,000 damage suit. 

The defendant in the action is B. M. 
Baker, City Marshal of San Pedro, and 
ex-officio Tax Collector of the town. 

Nevills swears that Baker treated 
him shamefully. The plaintiff! owns 
property in the harbor burg, and he 
averse that on Wednesday he and his 
wife stepped into Baker's office to pay 
his city taxes, when “without any just 
cause,” says the complaint, the Tax 
Collector arrested him and imprisoned 
him in a dirty room for almost one 
hour. In so doing, Baker is accused of 
acting maliciously. The officer is also 
charged with hauling the perspiring 
Nevills up San Pedro’s streets “in the 
presence of a great concourse of peo- 
ple,” and that he tore his clothes and 
otherwise abused him. 

Baker's side of the story is evidenced 
. the fact that the records of Justice

and that he was released on a $100 
bond, which was furnished by his wife.

WAR OF DRUGGISTS. 
RETAILERS’ COMBINE LEGAL. 
Judge Shaw has settled on demurrer 

the legal war between the Owl Drug 
Company and a ‘combination of the 
other retail drug dealers of Los An- 
geles. 

A ruling has just been handed down 
against the Owl company. 

The court's decision is given in an 
action for $50,000 damages begun by the 
Owl Drug Company against Braun & 
Co., and Haas, Baruch & Co., whole- 
salers, the Los Angeles Retail Phar- 
macists’ Association, and many retail 
concerns, by reason of injury to plain- 
tiff'’s business caused by acts of the 
defendants in conspiring together and 
inducing the wholesale dealers to cease 
selling plaintiff goods described as 
“proprietary articles,“ usually known 
as patent medicines. 

The retail houses, it is alleged. have 
associated to keep up prices; plaintiff 
avers an unwillingness to go in on the 
deal, wherefore a boycott is said to 
have arisen. 

The allegation is made that the re- 
tall dealers in thé combination threat- 
ened to boycott the focal wholesale 
dealers, unless the latter would boy- 
eott the plaintiff and sell it no goods. 

Judge Shaw holds that the facts 
complained of by the Owl Drug Com- 
pany are not sufficient cause for a 
damage suit. Nor does he think that 
there has been any illegal restraint of 


trade. 
„It has been suggested,” s the 
Gurt, eoncluding his opinion, “that the 


defen@ants have fogmed a combination 
to keep up prices and that this is in re- 
straint of trade and therefore against 
public policy and illegal for that rea- 
son. I do not think the point well 
taken. Persons engaged in business 
have a right to use all lawful means 
to obtain high prices for the goods 
they have to sell where the goods are 
not of a sort deemed to be necessaries 


, of life, and to do this either alone or in 


combination with others, For this pur- 
pose they have the right to withhold 
their patronage from those who do not 
act with them in furtherance of their 
interests. All trade is to a certain ex- 
tent selfish in is operations, and an 
agreement among traders in this class. 
of goods that they will tradeonly with 
those who will act with them in the 
bettering of their business is not illegal 
in the sense here intended. Such an 
agreement may not be enforciMe in 
the courts when an action is founded 
upon it, but the use of such an amec- 
to of hers iv act is not 
the use cf unlawful means of which a 
third person whose trade suffers from 
the act can complain, or make the 
foundation of an action for damages.’
